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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7-21 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 10, 12-16, 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP §3172.01. The 
omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the relationship between the remote means and 
the hot air blower assembly. The examiner suggests adding "a remote control means for remotely 
controlling operation of said hot air blower assembly" after the term "hair;" in claim 12 and 
canceling claim 15, and changing the dependency of claim 10 from claim 7 to claim 9, and 
. changing the dependency of claim 21 from 17 to claim 20. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the coiled configuration using the 
band of claims 1 1, 16, 17 removably receiving said remote means of claims 10, 12-16, 21 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should bettered.
